B. N. wants to sce the Battlefield of Waterloo, and asks 
me how he can best realise his wish. He knows the 
history of the battle, so docsn’t want guides. 
— —-With so many tourist agencies about, it seems 
curious for you to ask me this. But if you wish to 
seo the field for yourself, and not in company with 
herds of tourists, book to Brussels, take the train to 
Braine I’Allcud, about twelve miles to the south. 
Walk to the Mount of the Lion, and, if you have a 
map in your hand, you will be able to sce every post 
and follow out the whole scheme of battle from the 
top of the hill. As to time, 1 recommend about five 
or six o'clock in the morning, on a week-day. On 
Sunday the battlefield is crowded with tourists from 
every country, and their guides, so that all the 
romance of the thing vanishes. If you get the place 
to yourself, it makes a very nice day’s outing, and 
Brussels is about the cheapest and one of the most 
delightful foreign capitals you can visit. 

Panistan writes to me to express his surprise on visit- 
ing London, to see so few officers o the Navy or 
Army in uniform about the strects. In his country, 
he says, one meets military officers in uniform every- 
where, even in cafés, and theatres, but never in 
London. Why is it that the British Army is so 
vadly represented in the streets of the capital? 
The absence of officers in uniform in our 
public streets dates back to an order prohibiting 
its being worn by Wellington after Waterloo. 
The people had grown to dislike the appearance of 
red coatg because it reminded them of the horrors of 
the war just over, which had ruined the country. 
Tho sight of a uniform frightened people into sus- 
pecting the Government of intending to force con- 
scription on us. Apart from this, however, the 
British officer is, above all things, opposed to dis- 
play. “Good form ” prescribes that he should, 
when not on duty, become the most ordinary of 
ercatures ns far as dress and manner are concerned. 
Many of the best clubs prohibit the entry therein of 
officers in uniform. Even more is this unwritten 
law observed among naval officers, who are very 
rarely indeed scen in uniform, save on board their 
ships. An officer, even if he has to pay a call in a 
seaport, or make & short train journey, will prob- 
ably put on muti.

A. K.-_——--——- trip to the United States rather 
convinces you that they are. i 


Amcrigans are notori- 
ously hospitable to any traveller who is recommended 
to their kindness. They have the idea that you are 
not merely their own guest, but the guest of the 
nation, state, or city. Private travellers to remote 
towns in the States often find themselves greeted by 
official deputations, who have no other object than 
cordiality to strangers. American clubs, further, 
unlike those in London, grant temporary member- 
ship to foreign travellers, on a member’s recom- 
mendation. When a foreigner comes to Creat 
Britain, the average citizen’s idea is, “ What’s he 
doing here? No good, I'll warrant.” On being in- 
troduced to a stranger, the Amcrican’s grecting is 
ten times more cordial than that of the Britisher, 
i it may not be more sincere. Yes, to my 
mind, the Yankee is a more hail-fellow-well-met 
being than those of the older stock.

What 
is the plural of “that kind of thing”? What is the 
rule for the use of the words “which” and “ that’? 
—___——__—“‘Free from” is the correct expression. 
The correct plural of “ that kind of thing " is “ things 
of that kind.” As to “ which” and “that,” the 
rule is difficult to lay down, as the words may some- 
times both be used correctly, However, it is safe to 
use “which” in speaking of something definite and 
concrete ; “ that " in the case of a distant or abstract 
thing. To take a casc in point, I should refer to 
“the pen which | hold in my hand,” but “ the book 
that ison my desk.” AsI should talk of “ this” pen 
in the first case, and “that” book in the second, 
so I should use the relative pronouns “ which” and 
“that” in the sentences quoted.
